Synthetic Rabber 
Tires s Now Ready 


Ottawa-—-The munitions depart- 
ment announces that under tire ra- 
tioning regulations, passenger car 
tires made of synthetic rybber im- 
ported from the United States will be 
released for sale immediately. and 
that manufacture of the synthetic 
tires has already begun in Canada, 

The departmental announcement 
emphasized that existing tire regua- 
Itions have not been relaxed, and that 
the synthetic tires will be available 
only to essential users eligible to buy 
new tires, 

Rubber controller Alan H. William- 
son said tests so far have shown that 
synthetic rubber is not as tough as 
natural rubber for tire manufacture, 
and that the new synthetic tires 
therefore must be driven “at low 
speed and with great care,” 

Cars equipped with the new tires 
should not be driven at’ more than 
85. miles an hour and over-loading 
must be avoided. Inflation pressures 
should be checked at least once week 
ly. 

Only limited quantities of synthet- 
ic tires will be manufactured and 
they will be sold by tire ration per- 
mit.

Recent diplomatic changes occur- 
red in Ottawa with the arrival of 
Ray Atherton, the new United States 
minister to Canada, and tye first 
Swedish minister to this country, Per 
Wijkman, They presented their cre- 
dentials to the Governor-General 
shortly after arrival, Mr. Atherton 
who got here on.a Sunday, finished 
the last leg of his journey from Mont 
real by car so as not to disturb offic- 
ials with the tecessity of a formal re 
ception at the train.
